“Not-merely the destruction of timber 
supply on the upper slopes of mountains, 
not merely the destruction of a regulated 
water supply to the more fertile valleys 
below, but the permanent and irremedi- 
able transformation of green hills into 
barren, stony peaks-—that is what has 
already taken place in China and Spain, 
this is what the neglect by the nation 
of the White mountain forests and of the 
forests. of the southern Appalachians 
threatens shall take place in the At- 
lantic slope of the United States. 
millions a vear, of which 
very large part, are 
spent out of the national treasury, on 
the maintenance of national forest re- 
serve sin the West. Common justice 
demands that at least an equal sum 
#hould be spent on the acquisition and 
maintenance of similar national forest 
reserves in the South and Fast. 

“A national forest reserve on the up- 
per mountain slopes of New Hampshire 
is New England's: most pressing need to 
day. The Saco, the Androscoggin, the 
Merrimac, the Connecticut all depend 
for regularity of flow upon it more than 
upon any other one remedial measure.

SCHOOL PROGRESS 
~ NOTABLE FOR YEAR 


TRENTON, N. J.—That the past year 
has been the best one that the schools of 
New Jersey have ever known is indicated 
by statements in the report of State 
Superintendent of Education Charles .J. 
Baxter. He says that never before has 
so large a sum of money been at the 
disposal of the school administration and 
have the authorities been 
able to give such a yood accounting of 
their stewardship. 

“No other year in the history of the 
state has witnessed so encouraging an 


increase in school accommodations, in the 
aggregate of value property 
and in the average value of school build- 
ings of New Jersey,” says Mr. Baxter. 

He adds that “the setting aside of the 
increase in the railroad tax for the bene 
fi: of public educatiow was also most op 
portune. It marked an era in New Jer- 
sey education whose importance will be 
more largely appreciated as our mental! 
vision shall become clearer and results 
shall become more apparent.” 

He says that the increase in seating 
facilities in the past year was not suf 
ficient, as an increase of 21,668 in school 
enrolment was sufficient to utilize more 
than two thirds of the new school ac- 
commodations. The average pupils per 
teacher was 40. The increases by school 
grades for the past year were 3495 in the 
kindergarten, 3252 in the primary grades, 
11,853 in the grammar grades and 3068 
in the high schools. The increases in the 
grammar and high school grades are char- 
acterized as gratifying.

SEEK MR. PELLETIER 


Ex-Rep. Andrew J. Burnett of Mel- 
rose has forwarded to Washington a 
plan for dealing with the so-called meat 
trust to prevent the increase in the 
prices of beef and other meats. It is a 
tax imposed upon the exports of the 
trust at the discretion of the President 
of the United States. 

Mr. Burnett says that during the five 
years 1851-1855 the exports of beef 
amounted to approximately $2,000,000 
each year while in 1908 they amounted 
to $196,000,000 and the beef could be 
purchased at a lower price in the Euro- 
pean market than at home. He urges 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, in his letter, 
to secure the passage of a bill by Con- 
gress giving the Premdent power, when 
the price of beef goes too high, to impose 
a small tax on its exports. 

He believes that this would result in a 
prompt lowering of the prices in the 
home market by the trust. His letter 
was forwarded Monday.

| PRACTICALLY two months have elapsed since 

the present, session of Congress began, and 

not one of the important measures recom- 

mended by the President has been passed. 

Legislative Worse than this, it cannot be said that any 
of them, with the possible exception of the 


Outlook : postal savings bank bill, has made progress. 

| There is grave 
} measure, unless shorn of the features that 
will insure its favorable reception by the 
nublic, will not escape determined opposition. The bills, ‘to create 
a court of commerce, to invalidate withdrawals of public lands, to 
provide federal charters for corporations, all administration measures, 
do not meet with the approval of a united party and are not being 
pressed forward with any enthusiasm even by the President's friends. 
Aside from these are many bills in which there is great popular 
interest, among which might be mentioned the measure for the 
establishment of a parcels post system, the statehood bill, the navy 
reorganization bill, ete., all of which are, for some more or less 
plausible reason, being held back. 

The truth is, so far, and after two months, the President’s 
program remains untouched, save by those who in committee 
meetings have picked flaws in it. The apparent attitude of the 
majority in both houses, meanwhile, is friendly toward the President 
and his favorite measures. ‘There are fair promises in plenty as to 
the action to be taken upon them finally, but the weeks and months 
glide by and nothing is done. ‘There have not been wanting signs of 
President Taft’s impatience as a consequence of this delay 
in getting down to business. It has been made particularly disagree- 
able to the executive by reason of the promises of economy, in time 
as well as in money, that he was led to make in behalf of the 
Republican majority. Unofficially, but with considerable proof of 
authenticity, it has been made known that in case there is 
an adjournment before action is taken on the administration bills 
that are the source of most controversy, the President will call an 
extra session. 

It is now announced that in view of the chaotic conditions 
existing with regard to legislation, a conference of Republican leaders 
will probably be called at an early day, the purpose of which will be 
to “rearrange” the President's program. Public curiosity will be 
aroused by this, and this curiosity may develop into indignation if it 
shall be found, as hinted, that the “‘rearrangement’’-may mean only 
the elimination from the President's program of legislation that 1s 
intended to be correctional. However, whether in the long run the 
President or Congress shall be supported or reproved by public 


_opinion will depend very largely upon the future course of both. If 


Congress shall go to work even now voluntarily, enacting those 
measures most in demand, it will save itself a great deal of criticism. 
If Congress lags, with the apparent deliberate intention of defeating 
the President’s plans, the popular verdict is certain to be against it. 

The President and Congress might both profit by a conference 
that would wisely readjust the legislative program, insure the 
enactment of essential measures and prevent the intrusion of 
proposals for which there is no popular demand. Fair play for the 
President can be rightly demanded and insisted upon; no more so, 
however, than fair play for Congress, which at present seems to be 
muddled with too many measures; 
for the people, who want a common-sense treatment of their national 
affairs and are becoming tired of small politics at the national capital. 


IN THESE times when the fuel question is becoming acute the 
public is glad to learn that the Pennsylvania mine fire that has been 
burning 51 years and has consumed $25,000,000 worth of anthrgcite, 
has at last been checked.

To go back a few years. One-.of the most bitterly contested 
political battles ever fought in this country was that of 1896. Since 
1892, at least, the tendency of prices had been steadily downward. 
The products of the farm and mill had sunk to a level so low in 
value, and demand had fallen off to such an extent, that the 
agricultural and industrial districts suffered alike from “hard times.” 
Conditions called loudly for a panacea. Mr. Bryan brought it 
forward. Gold, he said, had become so scarce, that it became 
possible for the comparative few to monopolize its possession, and 
silver having been crowded out by adverse and unjust legislation, the 
lack of a metallic currency forced prices downward. The remedy 
lay in the restoration of silver to its rightful place in the financial 
system of the country. High prices were essential to prosperity, 
therefore high prices were desirable. 

Mr. McKinley and his following were just as pronounced as 
Mr. Bryan and his following in their attitude of hostility toward low 
prices. The whole country, in fact, was up in arms against low 
prices. The ‘only difference between the Republican and_ the 
Democratic positions-arose from a difference in the proposed method 
of bringing about high prices. The popular vote showed that 
7,104,779 citizens favored the McKinley plan for restoring high 
prices, while 6,502,925 favored the Bryan plan, and the McKinley 
plan prevailed. 

Among these nearly 14,000,000 voters not a solitary voice was 
heard demanding the maintenance of low prices. The pqjnt is, 
supposing the conditions of 1892-1896 should return, would the 
experience of the latter year be repeated in 1912? There is here 
certainly a field for interesting conjecture, as there is in the situation 
reasonable ground for asking ourselves if we really want low prices 
now.

Sik MATTHEW NATHAN, the retiring Gover- 
nor of Natal, on his arrival in I.ngland gave 
some interesting points on the situation in 
Natal and the prospects with which the colony 
will enter the South African Union next May. 
in speaking of the strides made during the 
last two years, he laid especial stress on the 
elimination of the cause of serious trouble in 
the past, namely, the disaffection that had 
prevailed among the native population. Since 
the formation of the new native affairs council, native education and 
the imterests generally of the natives in Natal, including those working 
in the Transvaal mines, have been taken care of in a thoroughly 
efficient manner. However, the native colored problem is consider- 
ably less urgent just at present than the alien colored problem; that 
is, the question of Indian labor and immigration, which is creating 
such intense embarrassment to the imperial government. 

Thanks to the adoption of a more liberal policy than has charac- 
terized past sessions of Parliament, the Indian labor problem in Natal 
is much less acute than it is in the Trans*aal. A bill recently passed 
by the Natal Parliament provides for a more liberal treatment of 
the Indians, especially in the matter of trading licenses, and on the 
whole it would seem that Natal was successful in solving the delicate 
question of giving fair play to the Indians without mereasing the 
difficulties encountered by the white settlers.‘ In view of the 
condition of affairs in the Transvaal it is of the utmost importance 
that Natal should enter the Union with a_ well-defined Indian 
unmigrant policy. 

Sir Matthew Nathan refers particularly favorable terms to 
the railroad situation, which, it may be remembered, came very near 
causing Natal to reject the Union proposal. — It was the Transvaal- 
Mozambique treaty that prompted the anti-Union agitation because 
its provision for the distribution of the Transvaal traffic between the 
Portuguese port of Lourenco Marquez and the Natal and Cape ports, 
as well as other clauses, was regarded as seriously detrimental to the 
Interests of Durban, Natal’s progressive port. Since then the railroad 
situation has improved to such an extent that the average yield is 
$25,000 a week in excess of the estimate based on last year's receipts, 
while even more tavorable figures are anticipated from that very 
freight agreeanent with the Transvaal.

State 
Waterpower 


THE fifth annual report of the New York 
state water supply commission, to be sub- 
mitted to Governor Hughes in Albany 
today, will present the fact that 1,500,000 
horsepower of water energy is now running 
to waste in the state, and that, if this energy 
were utilized, it would have a yearly rental 
value of $15,000,000. And this ts despite 
the well-supported claim that New York 
distances all other states in the gross total of 
hydraulic power in use. The report says that New York was the 
frst to undertake a careful estimate of its waterpower resources with 
the view to a comprehensive public policy for their development, and 
stress 1s laid on the fact that the statute of 1907, directing the investi- 
gation just concluded, together with the action of Governor Hughes 
in proclaiming that payment must be made for waterpower franchises, 
marked the beginning of efforts toward state control of the develop- 
ment and use of the power for the public benefit. 

Other states which have vet to make a real beginning will be 
interested in the information, that notwithstanding the extent to which 
development of waterpower has progressed in New York state, the 
conmnissign estimates that a million and a halt of horsepower can be 
ultimately developed in the interior styeams, leaving out of account the 
Niagara and St. Lawrence rivers, and in the statement that this re- 
serve of power, equal to nearly a third of all the waterpower in use 
in the United States, “sufficient to displace all the power now derived 
from coal, and to provide the state with all the motive energy for as 
Many years as any one can see, is awaiting employment in industry. 

New York, of course, is an exceptionally well-watered state, 
but many of her sisters who have not yet even begun the preliminary 
work of development and conservation, might, by following her 
example, put a force in operation that would soon render them 
comparatively independent of fuel-produced power. 

The several states should make a thorough study of the report 
of the investigation carried on under the Fuller law in New York. 
That state has no patent upon waterpower development and 
conservation. Her present advantage lies altogether in the fact that 
she is alive to the situation and working up to its requirements.

UNDER the operation of thé new tariff law, 
as shown by figures for the last five months 
i 1909, more than half of the merchandise 
imported by the United States enters free of 
duty. The proportion for the period named 
was 51.5 per cent. This is the largest free 
importation under any tariff act except that 
of 1890, which put sugar on the free list. In 
1821 the share admitted free of duty was less 
than 4 per cent. The tendency toward 
free trade was manifested in the next twenty years by the increase 
to 45 per cent, which was followed by a downward movement. After 
the civil war, from 1867 to 1872, the proportion of imports entering 
free of duty was less than 5 per cent. Since then the range has been 
upward again. The value of all merchandise entering free of duty, 
which never reached as much as $100,000,000 prior to 1873, passed 
the $200,000,000 mark in 1880. $300,000,000 in 1891, $400,000,- 
000 in 1892, $500,000,000 in 1895, S$600,000,000 in 1897, and was 
almost $700,000,000 in the calendar vear just closed. This last in- 
crease was largely due to the action of Congress which made hides 
free of duty. . It is claimed that the removal of this duty was futile, 
as both hides and the shoes into which they are made have since in- 
creased in price. Other causes than the abolition of the duty have 
contributed to this result, however, one being the meat controversy. 
There is a strong demand now in some quarters that all foodstuffs 
be acdmitted free. 

While we are advancing on the free trade track, the course of 
Kngland appears to be in the opposite direction—she is adding to her 
protected articles. One of the leading arguments against a tariff 
to pretect the industries of this country has been based on the fact 
that there have been combinations ot capital to prevent competition 
through which the public might benefit, and that these combinations 
have thus been able to secure undue profits. So long as these con- 
<litions exist there 1s likely to be a continued demand tor treer trade.
